The group was opened as 
part of the Better Prepared pro- 
ject, an initiative to open new 
scout groups nationwide, giving 
children the chance to experi- 
ence fun and adventure through 
scouting. 

During the evening, the 
Duchess took part in activities 
with the beaver scouts, helping 
to raise disability awareness. 

Activities included learning 
how to communicate through 
sign language and navigating 
through obstacles requiring 


co-ordination while blindfold. 

Carlos Lopez-Plandolit, who 
lives in Bow and volunteers at 
the group, said: “It was definite- 
ly a memorable evening. We 
were all so excited to see the 
Duchess at our headquarters 
and the scouts loved doing the 
activities with her. 

“The Duchess is such a great 
ambassador for scouting; her 
support will hopefully encour- 
age more adults to volunteer.” 

Despite youth membership 
numbers standing at over 
446,000 and showing yearly 
growth, scouting needs at least 
another 1,000 adult volunteers 
to help open groups in 200 
targeted areas. 

It also needs a further 16,000 
adult volunteers to ensure that 
it can give the 40,000 young 
people on its waiting lists a 
place.

Early in the morning on 
Christmas Day and New Year's 
Eve, Ann and scores of other 
volunteers will gather at St 
Matthias Old Church Commu- 
nity Centre, where they will 
prepare hot meals, which will 
be delivered to people who 
have been referred by neigh- 
bours, health centres and social 
services in the borough. 

“Last year, we delivered more 
than 700 meals and, for some, 
a visit by a volunteer was the 
only contact they had with a 
friendly face for days, or even 
weeks,” Ann said. 

Neighbours in Poplar is 
part of GrowTH, a network of 
voluntary organisations and 
churches which runs a free 
emergency homeless winter 
night shelter. 

Ann commented: “This is 
the third year that I have 
volunteered for the shelter. I 
make beds, provide towels 
and soap, collect donated clothes 
and hand them out to home- 
less people. 

“I also stay for a chat and 
to help guests fill out forms 
- each of them is a special 
person.” 


A huge difference to my life’

WHEN Ann March was 
made redundant from a 
career spanning 28 years, 
she felt quite depressed. 
On a visit to her GP, he 
suggested a solution. 

“He said I should introduce 
myself to Sister Christine at St 
Matthias and she would find 
something for me to do,” Ann 
told East End Life. 

“I walked into the communi- 
ty centre and got stuck in, 
helping to make tea, serving 
residents and stopping to have 
a chat. I haven't looked back. 
I volunteer whenever I can 
and it has made a huge 
difference to my life. 

“From escorting older 
people to and from day 
centres, to visiting them 
in their homes, knitting 
lap blankets and taking 
older people on sum- 
mer breaks to the 
seaside, volunteering 
has taken over my life. 

“Sometimes we hold 
tea dances and everyone 
- even those in wheel- 
chairs - has a boogie. 


“As well as working with the 
elderly, I work with people who 
have learning difficulties. 

“I am a single parent and my 
children have moved out of 
London, so I found myself isolat- 
ed - but not any more. I have a 
huge extended family in my 
community - it is a privilege to 
work with all these people. 

“What I have experienced as 
a volunteer is seeing people 
come out of their shells. I also 
have a greater understanding of 
the great mix of cultures and 
cuisines in Tower Hamlets.” 

Sisters Georgina Roberts, 90, 



and Margaret Richardson, 92, live 
in the same housing block in 
Limehouse and visit St John's 
community centre on the Isle of 
Dogs once a week, where Ann 
also volunteers. 

“I love coming here for lunch 
and to mix with other people,” 
Margaret said. 

“Ann is a very nice person and 
very helpful. I went away with 
her to Broadstairs in summer.” 

Georgina added: “We were en- 
couraged to get out of the house 
and my carer told us about 
Neighbours in Poplar. Everyone 
is friendly and helpful.”

Two commissioners 
come to Town Hall

IN a written statement 
to the House of Commons 
on Wednesday, Decem- 
ber 17, Communities and 
Local Government Secre- 
tary Eric Pickles announced 
the appointment of two 
commissioners to run 
certain functions at 
Tower Hamlets Council. 

Tower Hamlets had made 
representations about the 
proposed Imposition of commis- 
sioners, but the secretary of 
state confirmed they would be 
given full responsibility for all 
grant-making decisions until 
March 2017. 

Former government fire and 
rescue adviser Sir Ken Knight 
will be the lead commissioner, 
joined by Max Caller, chair of the 
Local Government Boundary 


Commission and former chief 
of Hackney council, with a third 
yet to be announced. 

Sir Ken said: “We are deter- 
mined to restore faith in how 
Tower Hamlets operates. 

“Local people deserve a 
council that not only makes 
decisions in an accountable 
and transparent way but 
also with the benefit of all 
residents in mind." 

A council spokesperson said: 
“The council looks forward to 
working with the commission- 
ers who have already met with 
senior officers. 

“In addition, we look forward 
to demonstrating that the 
council runs high-performing 
services, from developing new 
housing to excellent school re- 
sults to award-winning parks. 

“The directions do not seem 
to take account of detailed 


representations made to the 
secretary of state and it is our 
understanding that the mayor 
will be reviewing the direc- 
tions to decide upon the most 
appropriate course of action." 

Responding to the announce- 
ment, Mayor Lutfur Rahman 
said that it was “not in the in- 
terests of local democracy for the 
secretary of state to intervene 
with such a wide remit and nei- 
ther is the scale of this interven- 
tion supported by the evidence. 

“Tower Hamlets is a strong- 
ly performing local authority 
and we remain committed to 
providing excellent services for 
our residents. 

“The extent of the sanctions 
imposed are unreasonable and 
disproportionate. 

“While the council disputes 
many aspects of the PwC report, 
we have never rejected its 


findings out of hand. In fact we 
welcome the inspectors and 
look forward to working with 
them. We accept there are areas 
for improvement in some of 
what we do." 

Tower Hamlets, under the 
direction of the commissioners, 
has three months to prepare a 
strategy and action plan setting 
out how it will comply with its 
value for money duties in 
specific areas of activity. 

The commissioners, due to be 
in place until March 31, 2017, 
will oversee the action plan, 
updating the secretary of state 
every six months on progress.

He has 
been bailed to return to a police 
station in February.

A 22-year-old man has been 
released on bail to return to a 
police station in late January 
pending further enquiries.

Top tips on 
staying safe 
at Christmas 

ACCIDENTS can happen, 
in the excitement of 
Christmas caused by 
anything from children's 
toys, Christmas tree lights 
and carelessness when 
cooking food. 

Here are some simple tips 
from the council's food safety 
and trading standards team to 
help Christmas run smoothly: 

■ When you buy toys for 
children, make sure they are for 
the correct age group and from 
reputable sources. 

■ Do not buy counterfeit toys 
or gifts - production of these 
goods is unregulated which 
means the quality is often low. 
They are also potentially 
dangerous. 

■ If your tree lights are old, con- 
sider buying new ones as these 
will meet higher safety stan- 
dards. Turn them off when leav- 
ing the house or going to bed. 

■ Don't forget about food safe- 
ty when you are cooking. 
Bacteria are often present in raw 
foods so make sure you fully 
cook meats and poultry. 

■ Don't leave your turkey or 
joints of meat out at room tem- 
perature for long periods of 
time after they are cooked. Try 
to serve quickly, or cool rapidly 
and put in the fridge. 

■ Wash hands frequently, and 
make sure your children do the 
same. Always keep raw foods 
and cooked foods separate, and 
use separate utensils when 
preparing them.

Pour away 
any liquid regularly to stop it

■ Giblets are raw meat, so cook 
them immediately or store in a 
sealed container in the fridge. 

■ Always wash your hands 
thoroughly after handling raw 
meat. 

■ If your turkey is frozen, make 
sure it's properly defrosted 
before cooking otherwise 
bacteria may survive the cook- 
ing process. For defrosting in a 
fridge at 4°C (39°F), allow about 
ten to 12 hours per kg. In a cool 
room (below 17.5°C, 6o°F) allow 
approximately three to four 
hours per kg, longer if the room 
is particularly cold. 


Tara Shea, play team leader 
at Barts Health NHS Trust, 
said: “Being in hospital at 
this time of year often 
means that children miss 
out on some of the magic of 
Christmas, and that includes 
visiting Santa.

■ Always ensure poultry is 
properly cooked. The meat 
should be piping hot all the way 
through, and none of the meat 
should be pink. You can check 
by cutting the thickest part of 
the bird. All juices should be 
clear. 

■ As a general guide to cooking 
a turkey, if it's under 4.5kg allow 
45 minutes per kg plus 20 
minutes; for one weighing 
between 4.5kg and 6.5kg 40 
minutes per kg; and for those 
over 6.5kg 35 minutes per kg at 
i8o°C, 350°F, gas mark 4 (after 
the oven has preheated). If the 
turkey is stuffed, allow extra 
time for cooking.

Pledging support 

A BRANCH of the Samaritans, 
which provides confidential 
support to the public, has 
launched a campaign for 
December, encouraging busi- 
nesses to support the work of the 
charity's volunteers.

Back at the heart of the community

THIS Christmas, as every 
Christmas, the people at the 
Spitalfields Crypt Trust (SCT) put out 
their regular appeal for help over 
the festive period. 

That old sleeping bag that might be 
lying unused in your attic is gold dust to the 
trust. Donations of unused socks and un- 
derwear, shaving cream and shower gel may 
cost us a pittance but make a huge differ- 
ence to a charity that doesn't rely on frag- 
ile local authority funding. Or, best of all, 
you could simply make a financial 
donation (you'll find instructions on how 
to do so at the bottom of the page). 

But the story of how this invaluable char- 
ity began life is tied up with the history of 
the East End's most idiosyncratic church, 
and one which has launched a host of 
arcane theories. And one of the biggest 
puzzles is how, when the trust first moved 
in, in 1965, Christ Church was on the point 
of falling down (or being demolished). 

Its story began over 300 years ago. In the 
early 1700s a grand design emerged from 
Parliament. In these early days of England's 
industrialisation, the Commission for Build- 
ing 50 New Churches attempted to deal 
with the burgeoning London population 
by taxing one of the fuels of growth. 

Coal was making the country rich. It was 
heating and feeding the growing popula- 
tion of London. It was also powering the 
new steam engines and thus the manu- 
facturing which, alongside trade, was 
bringing hitherto unimagined wealth. A tax 
on coal would fund the building of places 
of worship... and so take care of the new 
Londoners' spiritual needs also. 

This was also a London being rebuilt in 
stone after the Great Fire, which had 
carried away many churches 40-odd years 
before. Although Christopher Wren's 
grand plan for a capital of wide avenues, 
sweeping away the tangle of medieval City 
streets, never came to be. 

Neither alas, did 50 churches, but the 
dozen built are some of London's most 
fascinating and mysterious. 

Their main architect was Nicholas 
Hawksmoor, whose work ever since has 
enthralled conspiracy theorists. 

A freemason with a liking for pagan' 
symbols such as obelisks and pyramids, his 
churches were revolutionary in their 
layouts, and so disturbing and confusing 
to historians. 

Hawksmoor became a forgotten figure, 
eclipsed by his contemporaries Wren and 
Vanbrugh. But over the last 40 years, a

fascinating fictional mythology has emerged 
around the architect and his works. 

In 1975, Iain Sinclair's poem Lud Heat sug- 
gested that the sites of Hawksmoor's Lon- 
don churches (including Tower Hamlets' 
own St George in the East and St Anne's 
Limehouse) form an invisible geometry of 
power lines in the city, corresponding to an 
Egyptian hieroglyph. Peter Ackroyd 
took the story on with his thriller 
novel Hawksmoor. And graphic novelist 
Alan Moore's book, From Hell, had 
Hawksmoor, freemasonry and the Royal 
Family all getting tangled up in the 
Whitechapel Murders. 

Perhaps the best known of the six 
churches that Hawksmoor built himself 
is the ghostly white hulk of Christ 
Church Spitalfields. “A huge, heavy 
galleon of white Portland stone anchored 
among the red-brick Queen Anne houses 
of the weavers,'' as Sir John Betjeman 
described it. 

And yet even as the poet laureate wrote 
those words, the church was in a state of 
collapse. It says much about the attitude 



to our architectural history during the 
post-War period that this gem was near- 
ly demolished (along with many of those 
weavers' houses). 

From 1957, the Hawksmoor Committee 
fought tirelessly to save the building and, 
in 1976, the Friends of Christ Church was 
established as a charity to save the church 
and bring it back into use. 

In 1983, the crypt was excavated then re- 
instated. Parish worship returned in 1987. 
1996 to 2001 saw a big Lottery-funded clean- 
up. And the last few years have seen 
Christ Church steadily stripped of its 19th 
and 20th century alterations and restored 
to its original glory. 

Meanwhile, different work, though no less 
important, had been going on down below 
in the crypt. The cavernous space became 
a perfect air raid shelter during the dark- 
est days of the Blitz. And from 1965, it 
became a stopgap home for homeless 
alcoholics sleeping on the streets of 
Spitalfields when the Rector, Dennis Down- 
ham, invited them in. That became the 
Spitalfields Crypt Trust. 

And for the next 35 years, this cmcial work 
was carried out from the windowless 
crypt. Then in June 2000 the SCT moved 
out, and into Acorn House on Shoreditch 
High Street, open 24 hours a day, 7 days a 
week, 365 days of the year. 

And while the good work of the tmst goes 
on - with drug users as much as drinkers 



now -the painstaking job of re storing the 
crypt continues apace. The dividing walls 
are to be removed, revealing the beautiful 
brick arches. 

The excavation of the crypt during the 
restoration of the church had already seen 
the bodies interred there transferred to the 
Natural History Museum. Even with its 
splendour hidden, the crypt has done a good 
job over the past century, offering shelter 
to the needy... that's what churches should 
be for, after all. 

But now, after 100 years or more in 
hiding, Nicholas Hawksmoor's grand vision 
is set to be revealed once more. 

Graham Marshall, CEO of the trust, has 
been involved with the organisation for 37 
years and, in a tough environment of aus- 
terity Britain and dwindling grants, has 
spearheaded the SCT's move to raise more 
of its own money. 

“Fundraising brings in something like 
£300,000 a year; our shops another 
£500,000,” he said. 

“And of course the coffee shops [one in 
Spitalfields and a second in Bow] serve a 
dual purpose of raising funds and giving 
our people training and jobs.” 

Plans are now afoot to pitch for 
another coffee shop in the St Botolph's 
redevelopment at Aldgate. The SCT is aim- 
ing to raise an extra £50,000 in its fiftieth 
year.

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On this month’s walk, Giaham Baxker goes window shopping an 




WHETHER you’re looking for last- 
minute gifts or New Year bargains, 
there’s an eclectic mix of shops, bou- 
tiques and cafes to explore around 
Shoreditch and upper Brick Lane. 

It's a place sparkling with enterprise and 
creativity. If you're feeling tired of the high 
street chain stores, then take a look here. 

Emerging from Shoreditch High Street 
station, you're immediately at Boxpark (1), 
an innovative pop-up retail parade created 
out of refitted shipping containers. 

Opened in 2011, it houses 50 shops and 
cafes - some are high street brands, others 
quirky independents. Dip in and out, 
to see the likes of Urbanears' designer 
headphones, Moo's bespoke stationery and 
offbeat artworks at Tusch und Egon. 

At the far end, cross over to the Tea Build- 
ing (2). Holding a commanding corner po- 
sition, this was built in 1931 for tea merchants, 

Lipton's. Next door, the vast Victorian 
timber warehouses supplied the once- 
flourishing furniture trade in Shoreditch. 

At Ebor Street, a giant swan highlights the 
former White Swan pub; now cleverly 
stacked on the upper floors with a rusty iron- 
clad extension, it forms part of Shoreditch 
House members' club and spa. 

On Ebor Street, you're following the 
boundary between Tower Hamlets and 
Hackney, delineated by iron bollards and the 
naming of Boundary Street further on. 

Street artist Ben Eine created the ANTI and 
PRO text running along both sides in his 
trademark giant lettering. 

Terence Conran's Boundary (3), which 
helped kickstart the regeneration of 
Shoreditch, stands ahead. This converted 
printing factory is now a fashionable 
cafe-deli, restaurant and hotel, crowned Below: 123 
with a rooftop bar.

depicted behind the till. Next door, Dishoom 
serves Bombay street food. 

From Old Nichol Street, there are views to 
the Boundary Estate (4), built by the London 
County Council between 1890 and 1900 to 
replace the notorious Old Nichol slums. A 
playground and tree-lined avenues add 
dashes of greenery. 

From Chance Street you return to 
Redchurch Street (5). It's hard to imagine, but 
narrow Redchurch Street formed the main 
route to Bethnal Green until 1878, when the 
present-day Bethnal Green Road was cut 
through to Shoreditch. Today, the jumble of 
Victorian buildings is home to a cluster of 
stylish and quirky boutiques. 

One pub remains - the Owl and Pussycat 
with interior panelling dating back to 1760, 
weathered plasterwork and a gastro- 
pub menu. Next door at Chaat, 
Shanaz Khan serves authentic 
Bangladeshi home cui- 
sine. And there's coffee 
and pastries available 
beyond the

An hour or more, with 
time for shopping 
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kitsch curios at Maison Trois Garcons. 
Shoreditch Mosque is a faithful beacon 
nestling among all this enterprise. 

Club Row (6) was once the focal point for 
a Sunday morning animal market; as well 
as dogs and budgies, you might even have 
found snakes or monkeys here. Today it 
presents a different prospect: creative 
designs at InHouse, a glimpse of St Hilda's 
East Community Centre and dazzling street 
art, including an intricate 3D shrine by 
CityZenKane. 

Opposite, Allpress Espresso is abuzz with 
caffeine hounds, the Electric Cinema screens 
armchair-and-blanket films, and cartoonish 
foxes painted by Malarky scamper along the 
street. It's a heady mix. 

Labour and Wait sells brooms, tea cosies 
and traditional household gadgets. And 123 
Bethnal Green Road, picked out by huge 
painted numerals, showcases up-and- 
coming designers. 

In upper Brick Lane, look out for cutting- 
edge wooden furniture at Unto This Last, 
classic and witty headgear from Bernstock 
Speirs, and playful jewellery from Tatty 


Devine. Newcomer Hawkhurst Vault offers 
a pit-stop for tea. 

Tucked away down a cobbled side- 
turning, Padbury Court (7) is a surviving 
example of former furniture-making 
workshops. As you stroll beside them, think 
back to the cabinet-makers, French polish- 
ers and upholsterers who crafted here over 
the years. 

Cross Bethnal Green Road. Shops now flank 
you on both sides, including Espacio 
contemporary art gallery and vintage bike 
experts Isambard's Cycles. The Well & 
Bucket pub stands centre stage amid a 
finely renovated terrace. 

Brick Lane (8) bustles with tourists, 
workers and taxi drivers. Queues form at 
the beigel shops - salt beef and smoked 
salmon are the top-sellers - and there's a 
succession of retro shops. 

Clad in galvanised steel and opaque 
glazing, and topped off with a verdant 
roof terrace, No 23 Bacon Street is a 
remarkable house, designed in 2000 by 
architect William Russell. 

Alongside, the playground chatter of St

Matthias Primary School provides a contrast 
with the jostle of Brick Lane. The former St 
Matthias Mission House on Chilton Street 
dates from 1887-9, designed by William 
Reddall in a neo-Tudor style. 

On Cheshire Street (9), Blackman's - 
based in a former pub - is a popular empo- 
rium of budget-friendly boots and shoes. 

Further on, you can peruse traditional and 
tribal tattoo designs at Cloak and Dagger, 
creatively displayed jewellery at Comfort 
Station, or add some classics to your wardrobe 
at House of Vintage. 

Back at Brick Lane, Nos 125-7 were built as 
weavers' cottages; the large attic windows 
maximised daylight in the workshop. There's 
a fascinating mix of street signage on this 
corner - a sculpted plaque declares 'This is 
Sclater Street, 1778', later supplemented by 
a sign in Bengali script. 

Brick Lane is a street of many stories, cap- 
tured by authors such as novelist Monica Ali, 
archivist Rachel Lichtenstein and market in- 
spector - or 'Toby' - Paul Morris. If local his- 
tory is your bag, then make a brief detour 
to Eastside Books at No 166. 



The main walk, however, continues north- 
wards. Carrot or red velvet cake might catch 
your attention at cafe-cum-mission Ka- 
haila, and chocolate blocks, truffles and or- 
angettes tempt passers-by into Dark Sugars. 

From Bacon Street, newly built tower blocks 
dominate the skyline, a foretaste of how the 
neighbourhood is changing. A small plaza 
opens out opposite Rich Mix (10), hosting over 
350 gigs, film screenings, comedy nights and 
stage performances each year. 

You're now on the home stretch, back to 
the station. En route, look out for Les Trois 


Garcons - fine dining in the former Knave 
of Clubs pub - and the adjacent 1884 boot 
manufactory, now home to hip cocktail bar 
Beach Blanket Babylon. 

Sclater Street merges in from the left, 
with the brick arcades surviving from the 
former Bishopsgate Goods Yard. Street art 
abounds. A sculpted knot - Threads, by 
Tim and Hattie Coppard - alludes to the 
local rag trade. 

And, finally, before you head into the 
station, pause to study the lovers' padlock 
collection on the railings opposite.

Eating out, eating in 


Food this good should 
have a health warning 



The food was so good you could eat it all day

MY mission was to ignite 
the sense of joy that I 
have been reliably 
informed the festive 
season can bring. 

Being pre-disposed to the 
'Bah Humbug' school of 
Christmas thought, I headed out 
alone, with a quill dipped in 
poison, a tongue freshly 
sharpened and an unseasonal, 
ill-humoured demeanour. 

With all this baggage in tow 
I arrived at the Typing Room at 
the Old Bethnal Green Town 
Hall only to be told there were 
no tables available. 

I was eventually offered a 
table in 30 minutes but, at the 
same time, I was also given the 
option of the restaurant upstairs, 
The Corner Room. 

I have to admit to a frisson of 
excitement as I went up the 
stairs and along the corridors of 
power of yore. 

As refurbishments go, this 
was pretty sensitive and 
created a sense of calm that is 
totally in contrast to the 
mayhem that once filled the 
halls and debating chambers. 


Happily ensconced, I began 
nibbling at my sourdough and 
walnut breads, both definitely 
off plan. 

Both were very good and 
complemented my starter of 
treacle cured salmon, salt baked 
beets and helper knolle cheese. 

The menu is small, with three 
dishes per course, but it rotates 
around a larger selection so no 
two days are the same. 

My main course was a dish 
of slow cooked oxtail, onions and 
juniper-smoked marrow It was 
a walk through flavourville - 
clearly a great deal of care and 
attention to detail had been 
made both in presentation and 
in the cooking. The meat was 
very tender and full of flavour. 

Cooking this good should 
come with a health warning - 
it is so good, you could eat it 
all day. It made me feel guilty 
for not sharing but also not 
wanting to share. 

In fact, it was so good that 
I succeeded in my mission to 
cheer up. 

My dessert was malt ice 
cream, candied pumpkin and 
popcorn. This wasn't the best 
dessert I've ever had but defi- 


nitely left my palate cleansed. 

Throughout, the waiter was 
attentive and helpful, even 
offering to mix me an alcohol- 
free cocktail. 

The whole meal came to a 
very reasonable £24.88 with a 
discretionary service charge of 


12.5 per cent, which, for the 
quality of the food, was money 
well spent. 

A thoroughly enjoyable way 
to get in the festive spirit.

1902 time capsule found 
on hospital building site

A TIME capsule dating 
from 1902 has been unex- 
pectedly revealed as work 
continues on the former 
Oueen Elizabeth Hospital 
in Bethnal Green. 

The glass container behind a 
foundation stone, while under- 
taking work to restore the orig- 
inal facade in Hackney Road. 

The contents showed that 
the time capsule had been 
placed during the building's 
opening ceremony on Thursday, 
May 8, 1902. 

Property company Rydon and 
not-for-profit housing associa- 


tion Family Mosaic are redevel- 
oping with 188 homes, 38 per 
cent of which will be designat- 
ed affordable, to rent or buy 
through shared ownership. 

Commenting on the find Tom 
Rigby, development director for 
Rydon, said: “This discovery by 
our demolition contractor was 
completely unexpected and 
very timely as this historic site 


begins its new lease of life. 

“It's always fascinating to 
find out more about the old hos- 
pital and this capsule provides 
a snapshot of life over a 
century ago.” 

The items are in the safekeep- 
ing of the Hackney City Farm, 
which is involved in a local his- 
tory project to celebrate their 
30th anniversary next year.” 


Among the items found was 
a catalogue of donors, a hymn 
sheet and a ribbon from the cer- 
emony during the grand open- 
ing of the building, which was 
performed by Queen Victoria's 
fifth daughter Beatrice; who 
was more formally known as 
Her Royal Highness Princess 
Henry of Battenberg. 

Several newspapers from the 
day were also uncovered in 
remarkable condition. 

The redevelopment of the 
site remains on schedule and 
many of the original materials 
including 30,000 of the original 
bricks, have been salvaged for 
the construction.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1 990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit 
charges and information, visit 
www.towerhamlets.gov.uk/parking
